AN ACT Relating to elimnating the state property tax |evy and
protecting education funding; creating new sections; and repealing RCW
84.52. 065, 84.52.067, 84.52.068, and 84.48. 080.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. The legislature finds that owners of real
property, including homeowners, throughout Washington state have
experienced rapid increases in property taxes and are in need of
meani ngful relief. The legislature intends by this act to reduce the
property tax burden by elimnating the state property tax levy, while
provi ding that education funding | evels are not affected or suppl anted
as aresult of repealing the state property tax |evy.

The repeal of the state property tax levy in
section 2 of this act does not affect or supplant education funding
| evel s.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 4. This act applies to taxes levied for
collection in 2009 and thereafter.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 5. If any repealers in this act, or any
sections enacted or affected by this act, are enacted in a 2008
| egi sl ative session that do not take cogni zance of this act, the code
reviser nust prepare a bill for introduction in the 2009 or 2010
| egislative session that incorporates any such anmendnents into the
reorgani zati on adopted by this act and corrects any references nade
obsolete as a result of enacting this act.
